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DR. NA NSEN IS SAFE. 

The Arctic Explorer Has Ar- 
rived at Vardo Island

Malmo, Sweden, Aug. 14.— The news- 
paper Dagensuyheter has received com- 
munications from De Nassen and Lieu- 
tenant Schotthausen from the island of 
Vardoe. 

These communications state that they 
abandoned the Fram in the autumn of 
1695 and resorted to the ice. 

The steamer Windward, carrying sup- 
plies for the Jackson -Farms worth ex- 
pedition, picked them up near Franz 
Josef Land. They expected that the 
Fram would eventually drift to tho east

coast of Greenland. Dr. Nanzen failed 
to reach the north pole but he touc hed 
a point four degrees nearer than any 
other explorer has done. 

The steamer Windward took letters 
for Nansen when it started to the relief 
of tho Jackson -Farmsworth expedition, 
as Mr. Jackson expected to find Nansen 
and was convinced that his idea of 
drifting across tho pole in the ice was 
impracticable. He was also convinced 
that Nansen would return In the direc- 
tion of Franz Josef Laud. 

Dr. Nansen left the Fram on March 
14, 1895, in 84 degrees north latitude. 
He traversed the Polar sea to a point 86 
degrees 14 minutes north latitude, situ- 
ated north of the Now Siberia islands. 
No laud was sighted north of 82 de- 
grees of latitude or theuce to Franz 
Josef Land, where he passed the winter, 
subsisting on bear's flesh and whale 
blubber. Dr. Nansen and his compan- 
ions are in the best of health. The 
Fram is expected at Vardo or Bergen 
shortly. She stood the ice well. There 
were no sick persons aboard when Nan- 
sen left her. 

Dr. Fridtjoj Nansen, the Norwegian 
scientist, now about 86 years of age, 
sailed from Christiana on June 24, 1893, 
on a voyage of discovery to the Arctic 
regions and with the iutention of reach- 
ing the north pole if possible. He em- 
barked on board the 3-masted schooner, 
the Fram, which was provided with a 
160-horse power steam engine. She 
was of 800 tons and her sides were so 
constructed us to force all ice meeting 
the vessel under it, thus preventing all 
"pinching" and screwing. The Fram 
was launched at Laurwik, near Christi- 
ana, on Oct. 26, 1892, and the Norwe- 
gian parliament gave Dr. Nausou about 
152,000 in uid of his expedition. Addi- 
tional funds were forthcoming by pri- 
vate subscription, including one of over 
$5,000 from King Oscar. 

The Fram was in every way admira 
bly equipped and had a crew of 12 meu, 
ull of whom occupied the cabin, which 
measured only 13 feet square and which 
was heated by means of an English pe 
troleum stove, which consumed three 
litres of petroleum a day. 

The Fram (forward) had enough fuel 
on board to last eight or nine years, and 
she also had a library consisting of about 
1,000 books. 

Dr. Nausen's plan was to make for 
the New Siberian islands and thence 
sail directly north until the Frum should 
be imbedded in the ice. She then pro- 
posed to drift along with the ico, follow- 
ing the west coast of any land that 
might be met. A dispatch was received 
from the doctor at Vardo on Aug. 23, 
1693, written in the Yugorski straits, on 
the second day of that mouth, announc- 
ing that the expedition was about to sail 
into the Kara sea und that the Fram so 
far had behaved splendidly. 

Dr. Nansen entered the university at 
Christiana in 1880, and in 1882 went as 
a passenger on the sealing steamer 
Viking to Denmark straits and the east 
coast of Greenland. It is believed that 
this voyage laid the foundation for the 
ambition of his life, namely that of dis- 
covering the north pole. On his return 
from Greenland he was appointed cu- 
rator of the museum at Bergen and held 
that position until 1888, when he led a 
email expedition to Greenland, cross. . I 
the southern portion of that country 
from the east coast to Godhaad on the 
west coast, where the party wintered 
and returned to Norway in June, 1869. 

In September, 1689, Dr. Nansen mar- 
ried Miss Eva Sars, yomngest daughter 
of the late professor of zoology at the 
University of Christiana. Mrs. Nan- 
sen has all along had supreme faith in 
the eventual return of her husband. 
She has a powerful musical voice, was a 
professional singer before her marriage 
and has since appeared before the pub- 
lic on various occasions.. Dr. and Mrs. 



Nanseu nave one cmld, a daughter. 
Since Dr. Nausen's deoarture for the 
Arctic regions there have been a num- 
ber of reports circulated regarding his 
safety, but they have all, up to the 
present, turned out to bo without foun- 
dation. 

The Windward of the Jackson-Farns- 
worth expedition, which brought Dr. 
Nansen to that island, left Vardo for 
Franz Josef Land in order to bring back 
the Brittsh expedition June 28 last. 

The dimensions of the Fram were 
length, 125 feet; beam, 36 feet; depth 
from deck to keel, 1 7 feet. With her 
cargo she was about 800 tons dead 
weight and her hull was built almost 
entirely of oak and in tho strongest 
mauner possible. At the points ex- 
posed to pressure from the ice, her sides 
from 30 to 82 inches thich, and her hull 
was coated on the outside with ice 
sheathing, composed of a thick layer of 
(teen heart, a hard American wood, 
which has an oily surface. 

There have been a number of attempts 
to reach the north polo. The attempt 
now in progress by the Jackson-Farns- 
worth expedition, whose ship, the 
Windward, has brought Dr. Nansen 
back to Norway, commenced in Julv, 
1894. The Windward took the expedi- 
tion to Franz Josef Land, where depots 
were established, preparatory to the 
march northward. The Windward re- 
turned and was on her second trip to 
Franz Josef Laud to bring back the ex- 
pedition, when the news had been 
flashed from Norway that she is re- 
turned to Vardo with Dr. Nansen. 



MILLAIS DEAD.

Great fainter'* Karthly Work In 
Dune-Wai ltttsklu's Friend. 

London, Aug. 14.— Sir John Millais, 
the distinguished painter, president of 
the Royal Academy, died at 6:80 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

Sir John Everett Millais was born at 
Southampton in 1829. At the ago of 11 
he became a student at the Royal 
Academy, gaining the principal prizes 
for drawing. At the instance of Dante 
Rosetti and Holmau Hunt, he set up a 
school of painting from nature. The 
institute obtained the title of "Pre- 
Raphaelite." In 1868 he became a 
member of the Royal Academy, and 
was made its president about three 
years ago. He was made a baronet in 
1886. 

An interesting story has often been 
told regarding the life of the dead artist. 
In early life John Ruskin, who was his 
friend, gave him a commission to paint 
his wife's portrait. Ruskin went about 
his books while painter and subject 
ske'ehed and chatted. In u month the 
gre. t art critic saw all. His wife loved 
the painter and the painter loved his 
wife. Ruskin secured a divorce and 
gave away the bride on the day that 
Millais was married. That bride was 
the former Mrs. Ruskin. Then the 
great Englishman returned to his books 
and became a recluse. 

H EAVY F OG 

(.mm. a Collision lu the St. Ltnrenot, 
The Neptune Split. 

Qukbec, Aug. 14.— An accident due 
to a heavy fog occurred in the St. Law- 
rence below this city last night. Tho 
steamer Neptune, Captain Allen, which 
sailed from here last night with a lum- 
ber cargo for Liverpool, collided with 
the Allan line steamer Scandinavian, 
which left here yesterday for Glasgow. 

The Scandinavian was riding at an- 
chor. The current carried the Neptune 
broadside across tho Scandinavian with 
terrific force. Both vessels quivered 
from stern to stern. 

The Neptune's engiues were going at 
full speed astern when the Scandinavian 
was sighted, but their headway could 
not bo slackened iu time to avoid a 
crash. The Neptune has a cut 15 feet 
wide and extending below the water 
line. The collision was 6o heavy that it 
caused the port side opposite the cut to 
bulge out about seven feet. The Scan- 
dinavian appeared not to have sustained 
any damage beyond forcing her wind- 
lass out of its bearings. Shortly after- 
wards, the weather having cleared, tho 
Scandinavian weighed anchor aiid pro- 
ceeded on her voyage. Tho Neptune 
later was docked in Louise Basin and 
repairs will be commenced at once. 

Our Ki ports Increasing-. 

Washington, Aug. 14. — The bulletin 
of the bureau of statistics shows the 
values of the principal articles of export 
for the month of July as compared witli 
July, 1895, to have been as follows: 
Mineral oils. $5,498,917, increase |608,- 
859; cotton, 83,601,343, increase $1,687,- 
364; breadstuffs, $12,410,66*. increase 
$3,910,355; provisions, including cuttle 
and hogs, $13,891,757, decrease $137,630. 

Fauatlcs and Filibusters Fight. 

Phienix, A. T., Aug. 14.— The follow 
ing dispatch to Governor Franklin was 
received here: An assault was mude on 
Nogules, Senora, by filibusters. Three 
Mexicans ore dead. Seven filibusters 
dead and captured. The party were 
Santa Teresa fanatics now heading to- 
ward Tucson und Solomouville. Nine- 
teen from Arizona and 40 from Mexico 
wero in the fight against officers.

Navasota, Tex., Aug. 14.— An explo- 
sion occurred at Somerford's sawmill 
near here yesterday. The dead are: Jim 
Winzers, Ben Johnson and William 
Henry. Ned Johnson was fatally scald- 
ed, while Frank Somerford, M. R. 
Henry and Ned Henry was seriously 
hurt. The explosion was caused by the 
water in t he boiler getting too low. 

Van Wert, O., Aug. 14.— The 10- 
year-old boy of Ed Curothers fell off a 
wagon loaded with stone and was run 
over and killed. Carothers' younger 
child was burned to death only a few 
mouths ago.

STREAMS TURN INTO TORRENTS. 



And Death and Destruction Follow— Six 
Lives Sacrificed and Thousand* of Hollar. 
Worth of Property Laid In W ant* - De- 
haven, a Small Suburb of I'ittshurg-, ltorc 
the Hrunt of the 



PiTTSBcna, Aug. 14.— Yesterday morn- 
ing at 8 O'clock this city and vicinity 
was visited by one of the heaviest and 
most persistent downpours of rain that 
has been seen here for years. It carried 
death and destruction with it, and as a 
result six lives were sacrificed and thou- 
sands of dollars worth of property laid 
waste. 

The dead are: 

Mrs Susan Auld, widow, aged 74. 
Mrs. Ellen Poppletou, widow, acred 
59 years. 

Mrs. Florence Robinson, her daugh- 
ter, aged 34. 
Martin Cochran, infant. 
Oneil Schaffer, 10 years. 
Unknown man. 

The storm came from tho southwest 
preceded by dark and threatening clouds 

Which obscured the sun and enveloped 
the city in an almost Egyptian dark- 
ness. As the gloom began to dispel, 
the rain came in torrents and for an 
hour the downpour was terrific. It 
then let up slightly, but for three hours 
longer it rained without ceasing. Up 
to noon 2.24 inches had fallen, 1.80 of 
this being precipitated during the first 
hour. In the immediate city, little 
damage was done, but the suburbs and 
small towns nearby suffered severely. 

Dehaven, a small oil town on the 
Pittsburg and Western railroad, about 
10 miles from here, had to bear the 
brunt of the storm's fury und it was 
there most of the lives were lost, The 
little town of 600 inhabitants is situated 
in a valley just at the junction of two 
creeks and every heavy storms fills these 
creeks and floods portions of the place. 
When the storm burst, the house of 
James RobilMOIl was made the place of 
refuge by 10 people. Of this number 
three women were drowned. The storm 
partook of the nature of a cloudburst 
and tilled the streams to overflowing 
with wonderful rapidty. A torrent of 
18 feet came rushing down and struck 
the Robinson residence with terrific 
force, carryiug it from its foundation 
and toppling it over into the swirling 
flood. 

The house collapsing, as it was car- 
ried along, was lodged against some 
willows aloug the bank and the occu- 
pants who had clung with desperation 
to the ruins, were enabled by super- 
human efforts to make their escape to 
land, ull except the three women men- 
tioned ubove, who were drowned and 
their bodies washed down the stream. 

Little Martin Cochran was in bed sick 
with scarlet fever when the flood en 
tered his father's house. The shock and 
exposure brought his life to an end 
within an hour or two. 

Omiel Schaffer was standing on the 
Pittsburg and Western bridge at Sharps 
burg with thousands of others watching 
the high wuUtb. He attempted t.i 
catch a piece of driftwood, lost his bul 
uuce and was caught by the torrent and 
whirled into eternity in mi instant, 
while the onlookers were powerless t<> 
help. The other victim was un un- 
known man whoso body was seen float- 
ing down Goar Head creek, past De- 
haven. 

Pine creek, from its mouth at Sharps 
burg to Dehaven, is a sorry looking 
spectacle. Every foot of level ground 
was under water for several hours and 
miles of gardens and little truck farms 
were washed out. The west end of 
Sharpsburg and Etna were Hooded und 
the water was four feet deep In Spang 
& Chalfant's mill, putting out the tires 
und compelling the workmen to aban- 
don the building, some huving almost 
to swim out. The firm's loss will be 
ubout iJIO.OOO und new furnaces will 
have to be built. The Pittsburg and 
Western railroad has been blockaded 
practically all day and considerable loss 
will lesult. 

The loss at Etna will amount to be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000, divided 
principally between Spang, Clialfaut & 
Compuny, Allegheny salt works, Pitts- 
burg und Western railroad und tho resi- 
dents of Main and Bridge streets. 

At Bowerstown the greater portion of 
tho town was under wuter. The heav- 
iest loss is to the furmers. Livestock 
was drowned and crops ruined. 

Evergreen people fared badly. Trees 
were blown down, stables wrecked and 
small outbuildings torn from their 
fouudutioiis. The huge volumes of 
water rushing down the roads resembled 
rivers. Foundations of houses being 
built were weakened. 

Irwin, a thriving town on the Penn- 
sylvania railroad about 20 miles east of 
here, also suffered much property dam- 
age, but no lives were lost. 

At noon word wus received that the 
Fort Pitt dum at Jeauette had burst und 
the water was rushing toward Irwin. 

Warning was immediately given the 
people living in the lowland on the west 
side of the railroad, but befbre they 
could get away the flood came rushing 
down Brush creek, carrying railroad 
ties, telegraph poles and debris of all 
kinds. The car shops of the Westmore- 
land Coal company was the first to 
suffer, the employes being compelled to 
fiee for their lives, many having to wade 
through the water to their shoulders. 
The women and children living in the 
houses near the shops were forced to the 
upper stories and roofs. Rescuing par- 
ties were formed and the imperiled ones 
were taken down in boats and. where 



the water was lower, on the backs of 
men. 

When the waters of Brush creek ha 
reached its height the Pennsylvania 
Plate Class company's dam, winch ha 
been partially repaired since the other 
flood, burst egaln and its waters came 
rushing through Tinker Hun, flooding 
on its WBT the Parr wagon works, the 
Hockeiismith foundry and machiii 
■hope) and planing mill and lumber 

yards of the Irwin Lumber compenv 

The damage at the machine shops will 
run into thousands of dollars. Th 
depot of the Pennsylvania Railway 
company spins Brush creek and the 

large platform used fur receiving freight 

was carried away together With several 
hundred dollars' worth of freight ready 
for shipment. 

The railroad bridge of the Westmore 
land Coal company at I. inner wis 
taken away und about 800 yards of 
their track washed out. The waters of 
Tinkar run «nrt Brush creek meet west 
of town and the combined waters 
rushed upon tho inhabitants of South 
Bide, flooding their homes and carrying 
away hundreds of dollars' wortn of 
household furniture. 

At Peen und Manor, the loss to tho 
residents will be immense, as about 60 
houses In the two towns are almost 
submerged. 

'Die mining village of Claridgo. on 
tho Manor Valley railroad near Greens 
burg, was almost wiped out by the 
cloudburst, but no lives were lost. The

DISCREDITED 

The Iteport of Counterfeiting American 
tMlan In Ceutral America. 

Washington-, Aug. 14.— Tho secret 
service bureau of the treasury depart 
meat has been requested to Inquire intt 
a report of extensive counterfeiting of 
United States silver dollars iu one of 
the Central American states. The in 
formation comes from a Mexican paper 
and was sent to the state department by 
Minister Ransom. It states tint in out 
of the Central American states a com- 
pany has been organized by Americans 
who have purchased the silver dollars of 
the state worth 47 cents and coined 
them into American dollars. It is said 

that 2,500,000 of these dollars have 1 n 

shipped into this country where they 
have passed at par. 

The story is discredited at the trcas 
ury department and it is said that it 
would be impossible to ship any con 
siderable number of coins into tin 
country without tho counterfeit bein: 
discovered. If counterfeiting has been 
going on the guilty persons could 
punished under the treaties providing 
for such crimes, which have been made 
with nearly all countries. 

Married Despite Opposition. 

Tekre Haute, Ind., Aug. 14.— At last 
Sarah Blinn and Francis Marion Combs 
ure one. They were married at Paris, 
Ills., the Rev, Mr. Harkness of the Pres- 
byterian church officiating. Miss Blinn 
is the spinster, whose sister, Charlotte, 
has been trying to have her declared in 
sane, in order to prevent her from mar 
rying Combs.

TO PREVENT DYING IN PRISON. 



Daly, Delaney, OellaglMf and Whitehead, 
the Latter Two American Citizens, Found 
Guilty <if Conspiracy a Dozen Year* Ago 
and Sentenced to I'ennl Servitude For 
Lite — tireat Kejoirlng by IrUhiiit-n. 

London, Aug. 14.— In the house of 
commons yesterday the secretary of 
state for home utfairs. Sir Matthew 
White Ridely, announced that upou th* 
medical report, it had been decided to 
release on license, Daly, Delaney, Gal- 
lagher and Whitehead, the four Irish- 
men imprisoned for conspiracy against 
the government in connection with the 
dynamite explosion of some year* back. 

THE NEWS IN NEW YORK. 

The Men Will 11c l(ccci\ed With Open 
Ann* hy the Nationalist*. 

New Yokk. Aug. 14.— The news of 
the release of Dr. Gallagher ami other 
Irish political prisoners was received 
with delight by Irishmen here, though 
they declare it was done only to prevent 
the men dying in prison. 

William Lyon, president of the Irish 
National alliance, was especially bitter 
in his remarks and said if the released 
nu n come to America they will be re- 
ceived with open arms by the National- 
ists. James F. Began, who was con- 
victed with Daly and released, is here 

and says tho Amnesty association will 
continue to work for the other prison- 
ers' release. 

All of the men released were arrested 
during the dynamite scares of 1888 and 
1884. 

Dr. Thomas Gallagher and Albert 
George Whitehead, both American citi- 
zens, were arrested in London iu com- 
pany with John Curtin Kent and Henry 
Hammond Wilson early in iss;5 aud on 
June 11 of that year they were found 
guilty of treason felony, and sentenced 
to life imprisonment. Kent was re- 
leased from prison one year ago and is 
now in the United States. Dr. Gal- 
lagher was a resident of Greenpoint, L. 
I., where he is said to havo enjoyed a 
large practice. In order to make their 
punishment greater, a special act was 
passed under which the men could bo 
tried for treason felony. They were 
charged with the manufacturing of 
dynamite bombs or having bombs in 
their possession. 

John Daly ,was arrested April 11. 
IHH4 at Birkenhead with two bombs in 
his possession. On the same day James 
A. Egan, with whom Daly lived in 
Biimiugham and who is now in the 
United States us a delegate from the 
Amnesty association, wus also arrested. 
Both men were found guilty of treason 
felony ut the Warwick assizes in July 
ISM. Daly was sentenced to penal 
servitude for life and Egan to 80 years' 
imprisonment. Egan was released Jan. 
19. 89:1. 

At the last general election Daly was 
elected without opposition to represent 
the city of Limerick in parliament, al- 
though he was then wearing the con- 
vict's clothes. Immediately afterward 

he was selected by the Limerick board 
of aldermen for the otlice of high 
sheriff. 

Thomas Dcvaney was arrested with 
nine others in Glasgow in lss:i on sim- 
ilar charges, and wus sentenced to penal 
servitude for life.

At 
first the report was that a number of 
employes had been killed outright, and 
that there were not is little short of 
miraculous. All have been accounted 
for. Isaiah Johnson, engineer, and Lee 
Eshelmun were fatally injured. Both 
reside iu Louisville and have families. 
The badly injured ure: Sheridan Lee, 
William Sofong, James Grayer aud John 
Rufenhel. All received serious but not 
necessarily fatal injuries. A number of 
other employee were more or less cut 
and bruised. The damage to the plant 
will amount to $10,000, on which there 
is no insurance. The cause of the ex- 
plosion has not yet been ascertained.

THE EFFECT OF FREE COINAGE. 

Hon. VV. II. Grenieil, the Chairman of 
the (General Council of the English Bi- 
metallic League, w rites as follows in re- 
ply to certain inquiries submitted by the 
New V. irk World gold standard journal I : 
" I believe that free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of M to 1 in the 
United states would greatly increase the 
chance of an international agreement for 
the adoption of bimetallism. I attended 
the last two international bimetallic con- 
ferences in Paris and Brussels', and I came 
away from 1m. th w ith the impression that 
each European country wanted Lngland | 
to show the way ; and that if they wait 
for England they will wait forever. We 
have a century of monometallism behind 
us, and the forces opposed to any radical 
change are too strong. What is wanted is 
an electric spark, and this will not come 
front England. I hope it will come from 
the United States. When the first step 
i> taken, J believe that other countries, 
such as Fiance. Lussia, and in time Ger- 
many, will join, England will open its 
Indian mints again, and we should have 
a stable bimetallic par of exchange all 
over the world. My own humble opinion 
is that the United States are big enough 
and strong enough to maintain a par of 
exchange. 1 believe that there would be 
such a stimulus to trade and such an in- 
crease in the exports of the United States 
that gold would begin to flow back in a 
natural manner. I believe that the way 
tor the Cnited States to keep their gold 
is to go on to silver. On this point I 
inclose two cuttings from Cernuschi." 

The cuttings from Cernuschi are not 
published in the World, but they are 
doubtless from the recent article in the 
Paris Economiste, in which he declared 
that "inasmuch as England's attitude 
prevents the realization of bimetallism, I 
would not hesitate, were I a citizen of 
the United Mates, to become a silver 
monometallist."

WOMAN ACCU SED OF WITCHCRAFT. 

Out of Town by Her Superstitions 



Neighbors. 

Alliance, Mich.. Aug. 14.— The peo- 
ple of East Oversel, this county, are 
much excited over stories of witchcraft. 
The children of a certain family have 
been continually taken sick at night 
time. During the day they were ap- 
parently well, but at night they would 
chase each other around the farm, 
howling and screaming, and some of 
the superstitious people concluded th at 
the children were under tho influence 
of evil spirits. 

As is usual in such cases, the first ob- 
ject attacked was the bed pillow. It 
was slit open with a knife and a mouse 
with a ribbon tied to its tail scampered 
out. Several ormroieutal designs of 
feathers were also found. Suspicion 
pointed to a certain woman. The day 
after the pillow had be6n cut open it 
was noticed that she had a cut on her 
hand. The people jumped to the con- 
clusion that the wound was received 
when the pillow was cut open. 

Several evenings luter the windows of 
the supposed witch's residence were 
broken in. The next thing in order was 
an anonymous letter to the relatives of 
the woman, declaring she would have 
to get out of town and take her 10-year- 
old daughter with her. Relatives of 
the woman took her and the child away. 
Then the neighbors called on tho hus- 
band and informed him that they could 
uo longer associate with him, und ho 
would also havo to leave. In many 
ways the fumily wero annoyed. The 
only thing that actually could bo 
charged to the poor woman was that 
she had a violent temper. Within the 
past few days, however, tho excitement 
has died down, und it is believed in a 
short time- that the people will allow 
the supposed witch to return. 

SERIOUS TRAIN " WRECK. 

Engineer and Fireman Killed and l'ostal 
Clerks Injured. 

Laporte, Ind., Aug. 14.— The special 
mail and paper train No. 41, on the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail 
way, which left the Union depot in 
Chicago at 2:45 yesterday morning 
was wrecked at 3:58 a. m. at a point one 
mile east of Otis, this county, by 
washout. The train consisted of five 
cars, two baggage and express cars, 
day couch and a sleeper. , 

The road passes over u culvert span- 
ning a creek east of Otis and the cloud- 
burst Wednesday night weakened the 
structure and lowered the track. The 
locomotive safely crossed the culvert 
before it left the track and turned com 
pletely over, the mail and baggage cars 
being piled up. The day coach remained 
on the track. The passengers — 30 in 
number — had left the car but a few min 
utes when the culvert gave way and the 
coach sank into the creek, 50 feet below 
The sleeper uncoupled and its occupants 
also escaped injury. 

The engineer, James Griffin of Elk 
hart, und the fireman.
